of 2,298,100 quarters of all kinds, or at the rate of more than 
5,000,000 quarters in the year, a quantity which far exceeds the 
experience of any former year.

COLONIAL PRODUCE, 


In colonial produce, considering the depression of the times and 
the state of business on the continent, there has been a large bu- 
siness done during the six months, the low prices having aided to 
sustain consumption. 

Cocoa.—Of cocoa, both the quantity imported and cleared for 
consumption shows a slight reduction in the present year, com- 
pared with 1847, but is in excess of 1846. The quantity re- 
exported is larger in the present year than in 1847, but not equal 
to 1846.

Of Correr, the imports of the present year are greatly in excess 

of those of former years, both of foreign and colonial ; the quantity 

taken for consumption is a trifle less than last year, but greatly in 

excess of any other former year. It will be observed, however, that 

the home consumption includes a much larger portion of colonial 

coffee, and much less foreign coffee than in former years. It will also 

be observed that the reduction in the present year in the quantity 

consumed is considerably less than it appeared in the accounts of 

the past months. In the month June 5 to July 5, there is an 

increase of more than 50,000lb. The quantities exported also 

show an increase upon former years in all kinds of coffee. The

ewts in 1848, against 1,110,948 cwts in 1847. This fact appears 
more surprising when we consider the state of the continental 
markets for the last six months, the blockade of the Elbe for a 
considerable period, and the crops in all foreign sugar-pro- 
ducing countries. The imports each of the three divisions of 
our own possessions are also less than last year, especially from 
Mauritius, the quantity being 568,475 cwts in 1848, against 
884,699 cwts in 1847. The difference in this case, however, arises 
in great measure from the fact that the shipments are later in the 
present year than in 1847, and a larger portion of it, therefore, 
remains to arrive than at the same time in 1817. From the West 
Indies ‘there is also a slight reduction, the comparison being 
1,091,375 ewt in 1848, against 1,288,138 cwt in 1847. From the 
East Indies—from which the imports were expected to fall off to 
the greatest extent—the reduction is very trifling, the imports 
meing 679.279 cwt in 1848, against 683,902 ewt in 1847; and 
the arrivals of the month ending J uly 5th, representing the ship- 
ea the month of February, long after not only the com- 
I — sasters of last year, but also the very low prices of sugar 
in market, were well known in India, which would lead us to 
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infer that supplies of sugar will continue to come from India at 
much lower prices than was generally expected. It was in the 
middle of 1847 that the great reduction in the sugar market took 
place. Im the beginning of July, the :@azette: average of West 
India sugar had:fallen to 26s; or about: 10s below:February ; ia 
August it wentdown to 25s, and im Ottober to. 23s;the lowest point ; 
theadvicesof which would reach Caleutta in September, October, 
and December respectively, so that there was ample time to act 
upon the shipments of January and February. Still we find the 
‘shipments: of February, supposing them to represent the arrivals 
‘ofthe month ending the 5th of July, tobe 125,685 ewts in the 
‘present year, — 80,757 cwts in 1847. Weare aware that it 
may be urged that these shipments may have been in execution 
of former orders sent out. from: this country. This, however, we 
have reason to believe, is not the case. It is well known that, 
during the whole of the autumn of last year the money’ market 
was in such a state of difficulty, and the sugar market in so low g 
condition, to say nothing of the entire derangement among the 
ast India houses, that there was nearly an entire suspension of 

all orders to India from this country. The shipments now arriving, 
we have reason to believe, are entirely on account of the houses 
in India, and as returns for consignments from this country. It 
is true that the difficulty in obtaining bills, and the low rates of 
the exchange, may have indueed to larger shipments of produce.

With regard to foreign sugars, it is necessary to observe that 
large stocks remain in the Brazilian ports waiting for ships, and 
that the shipments from Cuba have been delayed from tte ab- 
sence of orders and the prostration of business on the continent, 
The planters are now beginning to ship extensively on their own 
account, rather than accept the ruinous prices now offering, By 
the last advices, dated Havana the 13th July, the shipments to all 
parts amount to 596,069 boxes, against 660,126 boxes in the same 
time of 1847. To Great Britain, by privileged flags, they had 
been in this year only 52,327 boxes, against 129,421 boxes in 
1847 ; while to the contiuent of Europe—independent of Spain 
and the Mediterranean—conirary to all expectation, the sbip- 
ments are 200,799 boxes, against 124,400 boxes in 1847. The

The consumption of sugar during the six months shows a re- 
duction compared with 1847, but a large increase compared with 
1846; but there is every reason to believe that the reduction in 
the present year is more apparent than real, and that it arises 
altogether from the diminished stocks in May and June, in con- 
sequence of the expected reduction of the duties early ia July, 
since which time the deliveries have been extremely large, both 
of colonial and foreign sugars, the latter chiefly in consequence of 
the large quantities on which the 183 6d duty was paid during the 
few days which elapsed between the 5th of July, when the scale 
provided in the act of 1846 became operative, and the 10th of the 
month, when the duties in the new scale were taken on the re- 
solution of the House of Commons.
